The report of Col. John P. Nichol- 


son, 
chairman, Maj. Charles A. Rich- 


ardson and Gen. L. L. Lomax, Gettys- 
burg National Military Park Commis- 
sioners from July 1, 1911, to July 1, 
1912, has been received from the Com- 
mission, for which they have our 
thanks, as also for a pamphlet giving 
location of all monuments, markers 
and tablets on the battlefield. 
From 


the report the following facts have 
been gleaned, showing the valuable 
work being done here by the commis- 
sioners in making of the Gettysburg 
battlefield one of the great parks of 
the world, a work of great interest to 
our people and every one interested 5n 
Gettysburg. 


The officers and employes of the 


commission are as follows: Three com- 
jnissioaers, one engineer, one assistant 
superintendent, one rodman, one store 
and time keeper, one messenger, one 
hostler, and four guards.

Coast to Coast Highway. 


Interest In the proposed highway tc 


extend from New York to San Francis 
co, plans 1'or which were outlined a lit 
tie more than two weeks ago by Car 
G. KlsJier, of Indianapolis, is now a 
its height. Pledges for the fund ol 
$10,000,000. which will be necessary to 
defray the expenses of making the 
road, are pouring in from all sides 
and present indications are that the 
entire sum will be pledged by Jammo 
1. Steps will be taken shortly for the 
appointment and organization of a 
national committee which will take 
complete charge of the work,'and just 
as soon as the plans of this body aie 
completed aad the entire amount need- 
ed is pledged, contracts will be closed 
with the various counties through 
which the road will pass for the actual 
work of building the road. It is fully 
expected that by May 1, 1915, the 
ocean-to-ocean 
highway 
will 
be 
a 
reality. 


This is the biggest project ever un- 


dertaken in the automobile world. The 
original plans, which are the result of 
months of study on the part of Carl G. 
Fisher and James A. Allison, president 
and 
secretary, respectively, of 
the 


Prest-0-Lite Company and the Indian- 
apolis Speedway, have been carefully 
examined 
by leading manufacturers 


and financiers all over the country, 
and have been indorsed by them as 
being safe, sound and entirely possi- 
ble of execution. Within 30 minutes 
after the project was explained by Mr. 
Fisher at a banquet in Indianapolis 
recently, a sum of $300,000 had been 
pledged by the automobile manufac- 
turers and dealers of the Hoosier capi- 
tal alone. Those connected with the 
automobile industry in other cities 
and'States have not been slow in re- 
sponding, and the Temporary commit- 
tee, 
composed of Carl G. Fisher and 


James A .Allison, which is now in 
charge of the business details of the 
project, reports that there is no ap- 
parent reason why the 
enterprise 


should not L>e carried to a successful 
completion. Bonded trust companies 


appointed to receive pledge 
will 
payments as they are made and not a 
dollar of this money is to be spent un- 
UL the entire fund of $10,000,000 or 
more is guaranteed. In case that for 
any reason whatsoever the ocean-to- 
ocean highway project should fail to 


realized, the money already contri- 


buted will he returned to the original 
dcncrs with three per cent, interest 
added. All expenses incidental to the 
jrcmotioc of the plan are to be met 
by Mr. Allison and Mr. Fisher person- 
all;,-, up to the point wiiere the venture 
is either a success or a failure. 


One thing which stands out promi- 


nently in connection with the ocean- 
to-ocean highway, and differentiates it 
frcrn other good road movements start- 
ed in the past, is the fact that the ex- 
pense? for the building of the road 
will be borne entirely by automobile 
and accessory manufacturers, dealers! 
and owners. Manufacturers and deal-! 
ers will pledge themselves to contri- 
bute to the fund being raised for this 
purpose, the assessment being one- 
.third of one jpei-cent. of their gross 
earnings for three years, or one-fifth 
of "one per cent- of their gross earn- 
ings for five years, as will be decided 
later by the national committee. Auto- 
mobllS" owners are given a chance to 
contribute to the fund by taking out 
memberships in the Ocean-to-Ocean 
Highway Association, these member- 
ships to cost So. $100 or 11.000. 


In This -way the road can be built 


without expense to the general tax- 
payers of the country. Politics have 
been entirely eliminated from 
the 


scheme, and there will be no political 
disputes or wrangles to interfere with 
the progress of the road. Crushed 
rock ana other material necessary for 
the building of the highway will be 
delivered to the points where it is to 
be used. Contracts will be closed -with 
the counties through which the road 
passes, these counties to take charge 
of the construction work under the 
supervision of United States Govern- 
ment engineers. 


It has been figured that this plan of 


handling the purchase of material and 
the labor incidental to building the 
road will result in a gigantic saving 
as contrasted with the ordinary meth- 
ods of road contracting. Taking as a 
basis the best rock roads in Northern 
Indiana and Northern Ohio, the ocean- 
to-ocean highway, -which 
-will cost 


$1Q.OOO.OOO. will in reality be worth 
?25.000.000. since a private contrac- 
tor's profit, usually from 5800 to $1.000 
a mile, will be saved.

Better Growing of Corn — More 


and Poultry— Potatoes a 


Paying Crop. 


In the November American Maya- 


zinc appears an article about Professor 
P. G- Holdeu, of the Iowa State Col- 
lege of Agriculture, who taught the 
people of his state how to raise more 
and better corn. Since he began his 
work nine years ago. the average yield 
ol corn in Iowa ha= increased 27,000.000 
bushels annually. The following is an 
extract: — 


"If you were told that one man had 


increased the -wealth of one State by 
thirty million dollars you would be in- 
clined to be skepticah yet that was the 
declaration of Governor Cummins, of 
Iowa, -with reference to the contribu- 
tions of Professor P. G. Holden to the 
knowledge o£ corn raising in that 
State. 
Professor Holden occupies a 


chair in the Iowa State College of Ag- 
riculture. and outside of this holds a 
unique position, which has been aptly 
characterized as that of the 'evange- 
list of scientific agriculture.' He has 
done more than any one man to popu- 
larize the work of the Iowa Agricul- 
ture College among the farmers. He 
soon discovered, in his college work, 
that the fanners were not going to the 
colleges or to college men to learn how 
to farm: hut, on the other hand, had 
very little use for the scientific farmer. 
To change this condition became the 
professor's ambition. His thinking on 
the subject evolved big ideas, which, re- 
sulted in the establishment of the 
fanners" short courses, special seed 
corn trains, the county demonstration 
-work on the county poor farm, the 
State Corn Show, and finally the Xa- 
lioaal Corn Exposition. These have 
made it possible for him to go to the 
farmers instead of waiting for them 
to come to him."

Neglect of Poultry. 


Following is an extract from an arti- 


cle in the current issue of Parm and 
Fireside. 


"One sure way to combat the high 


cost of living is to produce more and 
better poultry. What excuse has the 
farmer for not raising more poultry 
when eggs are twenty-five cents the 
year aixmnd and table fowls never less 
than fifteen cents per pound? He has 
-none whatever. 


"The farmer may be. well educated 


along the differen branches of agri- 
cultuer—more so than his city cousin 
—but the city cousin has stolen a 
inarch on the farmer when it comes 
to raising good poultry. If the far- 
mers of the United States could realize 
the possibilities of rhe poultry indus- 
try as a means for them to enrich 
themselves, they .could better not only 
their own condition, that of mankind 
in general. 
, 


"As a rule, the farm poultry is left 


to shift for itself, no thought being 
given it except to gather the eggs and 
later wonder why they don't hatch. It 
is not "given a third of the chance af- 
forded the other branches of the farm 


while, with only a little care 


and attention. It would return as 
much profit, "Why it is, is one of the 
unanswered puzzles of modern times. 
•- "If 
every farmer in the 
United 


Statse would buy of some good reliable 
"breeder a good cock every year—say 
one that would cost about ten dollars, 
—the advancement made in the farm 
poultry vrould be worth all the scrub 
stock in existence. If he would gradu- 
ally replace -all his scrub stock with 
pure-breds,-the advancement would be 
•worth several millions of dollars. 


"There is no dispute raised to the 


fact that the pure-bred is superior in 
every respect to the scrub. The pure- 
bred will lay more, eat less and cost 
less in the end than any scrub. The 
pure-bred is the first to lay. the first 
to set. and the first to resume laying 
again. In fact, she is" 'first in every- 
thing.' and for this reason, if for no 
other, she is the more profitable." 


The Golden Acre. 


The expenses of growing an acre of 


potatoes may be estimated as follows, 
these figures being of course dependent 
on local conditions: Cost of the seed 
(14 bushels). S20: spraying and culti- 
vating. §10: lifting and sorting. $5: 
incidentals. §5: the total 
expense 


would therefore be about S40, If the 
_seed has been saved by the grower, 
that item of expense would be deduc- 
ted. For fine early potatoes a grower 
can nearly always get $IM a bushel: 
so that from an acre, rightly planted 
and cultivated, a net return of $260 is 
possible. I say possible, for few men 
can make it: and the labor expended 
must be considered as one of the ex- 
penses.—A. Rutledge in the November

for' 15 months has been engaged in 
thoroughly testing out methods of con- 
struction 
and materials 
for 
road 


foundation, body and top "dressing. A 
far, reaching investigation also . has 
been made.into the road-building work 
of the national government and vari- 
ous States. A3 a result the depart- 
ment is today in possession of the best 
first-hand information available any- 
where. . 


These researches in Pennsylvania 


have been more thorough than have 
ever before been made by a similar de- 
partment. 
Instead of depending en- 


tirely on laboratory tests and analy 
ses. the policy has been to use the dif- 
ferent methods and materials in act- 
ual construction of sections of road 
where they would be subjected to vari- 
ous kinds of usage and wear. Thus 
the different types of road have been 
tested by actual use in farming and 
manufacturing districts, as Veil as for 
their resistance to the peculiar wear 
and tear of the ever increasing auto- 
mobile travel. 


Tu this manner has been worked out 


the best method for each locality in 
which main State roads are to be 
built, and it is believed that by use 
of the best adapted materials, local 
supplies to be employed where feasi- 
ble, the new highways will stand up 
under automobile traffic and at the 
same time not present to hard a sur- 
face for farmer's teams." A lasting, 
durable surface which will give the 
State value for its money and at the 
same time enable maintenance with 
a minimum of repair expense lias been 
the object- The time is rapidly ap- 
proaching when the use of the auto- 
mobile will be general in hauling farm 
produce, and in addition to providing 
for general motor travel and horses 
consideration has to be given to the

Report of Recen: Convention Here. 


Mrs. Julia C. Yarnall in reporting

October 17, 18 and- 19 in The 
Swarthmore -News closes her account 
with the following expression of de- 
light about Gettysburg and criticism 
of the railroads. 


"It is an impossibility within this 


narrow space to give a detailed report 
of the convention; of its many inspir- 
ing addresses; of its business session 
filled with deeply interesting and sug- 
gestive reports of delegates: of that 
wonderful twenty-two mile drive over 
the greatest battlefield' in the world, 
marked witn a nation's loving memor- 
ials to those who fought .and died and 
filled many a nameless grave there, 
mute witnesses of the fearful struggle 
for a nation's integrity. 


It seemed the unanimous opinion of

Another point in 1'av.or of the 
l:me-sulfur solution Is that it can not 
be used strong enough to hurt any tree, 
ihrv.b, bush, or other plant, if applied 
f.hlle dormant. It Is also cheaper, or 
less expensive than any other material 
that can be used, and is more suie to 
kill the scale, as well as the geinis of 
various plant diseases. 


To make lime-sulrur solution one 


does not need any Kind of. expensive 
laboratory equipment, as has been re- 
ported by some persons, as the only 
outfit, necessary is some laud of a 
vessel lor boiling together lime, sul- 
fur and water, 
kind of metal 
is now posible to make a storable, con- 
centrated solution in simply an open, 
iron kettle, and avoid trouble from 
sediment and crystallization. The best 
way to do this Is to boil one pound of. 
lime and two pounds of sulfur in each, 
gallon of water, for three-fourths of 
an hour. Let it settle, and dip or 
pour it into some vessel that can be 
kept closed. Varying proportions are 
recommended by different persons, but 
they all give chemically the same 
material when boiled together. The 
.strong solution can be stored as long
